DUBLIN: TUESDAY, JUNE 7. 
Tue Emperor of France bids fair to accomplish his 
parting boast. Leaving Paris, almost the last words 
he addressed to the Empress were, “ Within the first 
week of June, I will write to you from Milan.” The 
battle of Magenta took place on Saturday. It began 
about the time when the Empress of Austria was 
moving in solemn procession to the Cathedral, to 
implore a blessing upon the Austrian arms, and intelli- 
gence of the victory was telegraphed to Paris by 
eleven at night. Unless the Austrians have powerful 
reinforcements in the war, yesterday's march will 
have brought the French Emperor to Milan, and in fact, 


as St. Otto, close to Milan. Most probably the Aus- 
trians will retreat upon Pavia or Piacentia, for the 
capital of Lombardy is without fortifications, and 
the citizens, always hostile, were in tumult on Sun- 
day. 

The week's continuous engagement, which com- 
menced with the double battle of Palestro has proved 
the inferiority of the Austrians, not only in dash and 
quickness, but in strategy. 52,000 Imperial troops 
were at Novara, and asmany more came up with Guilai 
from Mortara. So powerful a force as this should 
have been able successfully to dispute the passage of 
the Ticino, had not their rear been overtaken, at 
the place where the engagement took place. The 
Ticino is very broad and rapid. The magnificent 
bridge of Buffalora, a little higher up the stream, was 
1,000 feet in length. After crossing the Ticino, and 
facing round to the allies, the Austrians must have 
had the great canal of Abbiategrasso in the rear 
This added considerably to the loss and disorder once 
their line began to waver,’ Magenta, which sup- 
ported the Austrian right, is the first Lombardo- 
Venetian station on the railroad from Novara to 
Milan. It was built by the Emperor Maximilian, 
and destroyed by Badarossa, and is naturally a 
strong position. The whole district around the 
field is intersected by numberless watereourses and 
canals formed for the purpose of irrigation. These 
must have considerably retarded flight and increased 
the number of prisoners. 

The battle seems to have been long and furiously 
contended. The Emperor estimates his own loss at 
2,000 men; and that of the enemy at 20,000. 
These numbers are out of all proportion if anything 
like a vigorous resistance was made. Another tele- 
gram from Turin admits a loss of 8,000 men on the 
side of the allies and this is more likely to be the 
truth. In this our age, then, an age of Christian 
profession, enlightenment and civilization, the Sab- 
bath sun rose upon a batte field strewn with dead 
and dying men to the number of eight and twenty 
thousand, in the very heart of Europe! 

That the Austrians did make a resolute stand is clear. 
On Sunday the allied army had “ to rest for the pur- 
pose of re-organization.” Judging from the numbers 
engaged, the Austrians must have had eighty pieces 
of cannon on the field. Of them, but three were left 
in the hands of the French, from whom the Austrians 
succeeded in carrying off one of the famous rifled 
guns. This fact, and the comparatively small num- 
ber of prisoners taken, show that the retreat of the

would st once restore Austria to the confidence 
Europe, which she has forfeited by her tyrannical 
system, and would also compel Louis Napoleon to dis- 
close what are his real objects in the war. 

As yet we cannot justly censure Louis Napoleon 
for any breach of faith. An error in policy forced 
him to become the gaoler of Rome, and accountable 
for all the errors of her Government. His life was 
perpetually in jeopardy. A desire to free himself from 
the cost and danger, as well as the guilt, was quite 
natural. The dreaded alliance between France and 
Russia is a mere matter of defensive precaution, quite 
exeuseable in such a case. The offers which France 
made to Russia, were made to England first. If the 
English Cabinet did not feel bound to receive them, 
we must not censure France for soliciting Russia, and 


| thus securing the isolation of the war. 


All rulers cling to power until it is violently 
wrested from their grasp, and few have ever made a 
voluntary resignation of sovereignty. Austria may 
determine to contend to the last with the whole 
force of her empire, and against any odds. But if so, 
why send Prince Esterhazy~hither? The senti- 
ments of the English Cabinet and the English people 
have been emphatically expressed. We are not in- 
different to the cause of Italian freedom, but we will 
not join in setting the world on fire to give Milan or 
Venice a change of masters, or to retain a master 
who has misused his power. Only as an Italian 
kingdom can Venetia and Lombardy be happy. If 
Prince Esterhazy bring credentials tending to that 
result, we will welcome him gladly for the sacred 
causes of justice, freedom, and humanity, but other- 
wise his mission is in vain. 


The Times on the Battle of Magenta says :— 

If we may place implicit reliance on the telegram 
which we publish this morning a victory has been 
achieved by the French arms which may take its place 
beside the most renowned names in the annals of the 
First Empire. The little town of Magenta, on the Lom- 
bardy side of the Ticino, and about two miles east ward 
of the bridge of Buffalora, over which the Austrian in- 
vaders advanced some five weeks since to the easy con- 
quest of Sardinia, is the scene of this great disaster. 
The French Electric Message boasts of 5,000 prisoners, 
and of 15,000 Austrians killed or wounded ; and, if we 
may believe that the numbers even approximate to those 
enormous figures, it is impossible to doubt that a 
battle has been fought which is decisive of the 
campaign. The great invading army is now be- 
come a flying multitude more or less kept together 
by. the habits of discipline; but Milan is open, 
Pavia and Piacenza remain like Austrian uplands in a 
plain flooded by French and Italian troops, and there 
can be no pause for serious resistance on the western 
side of the great line of Austrian fortresses. More am- 
ple despatches and details at which we cannot even 
now guess, may diminish the importance of this 
imposing bulletin, and may lessen the numbers 
of the Austrian loss; or we may possibly hear 
of a slaughter among the French which may take from 
the decisive character of the victory. But as we receive 
it so we give it forth. Thirty hours ago a despatch left 
the field of Magenta, and announces in London that 
15,000 Austrians are killed and wounded, and that 
5,000 prisoners are in the hands of the victors. These 
are the only ascertained facts; but, connecting them 
with the statements of our correspondents, we are not 
without. some means of guessing at the operations 
which must have preceded this decisive result. 

The letter of our Correspondent from the Head- 
Quarters of the Allies, which we publish to-day, gives a 
perfect description of the position of the two armies on 
the day when that letter is dated. The French had 
been for some time previous massed about Alessandria, 
and were making demonstrations towards Pavia and 
Piacenza, while the Sardinians, supported by some 
Zouave Regiments, were following up the Austrians as 
they retreated from the line of the Sesia and were gain- 
ing advantages in every encounter. This was scarcely 
a fair test, for, as the tactics of the Austrians compelled 
them to retire, the field of conflict necessarily remained 
in possesston of the Allies; but that it was sometimes 
hotly contested will appear from the details of the affair 
at Palestro when they are sufficiently authenticated for 
publication. The Austrians appear to have been satis- 
fied that they had no active enemies to dread at the 
moment, except only the Sardinians and Zouaves opposed 
to their right wing, and Garabaldi and his irregulars 
hovering upon their right flank. The great body of the 
French were still,as they conceived, stationed about 
Alessandria, as they had been when General Staldion 
made his unsuccessful attack upon them. To some 
enterprising Generals this positiou would have suggested 
the opportunitiy for a great blow upon the apparently 
disunited army. General Gyulai seems to have seen in 
it only a facility for returning to Lombardy. So long 
ago as Thursday night the Austrians were in full re- 
treat along their whole line. They abandonad that 
position on the banks of the Po which, commencing 
near Valenza and extending from that town to the 
junction of the Po with the Ticino, threatened the 
fortress of Alessandria and the right wing 
of the Allied Army. They evacuated Mortara, 
which, since their retreat from the Sesia had be- 
come the central position of their line, and their re- 
treating route is said to have been in a south-easterly 
direction towards Vigevano, Bereguardo, and Pavia. 
The two latter of these towns are on the Lombardy 
side of the Ticino, and there could be little doubt that 
the object of the movement was to concentrate the 
Austrian forces in the neighbourhood of Pavia and 
Piacenza, in order to cover those fortresses. ‘The pre- 
cipitancy with which this operation was effected and 
the abandonment of the stores of grain which had been 
collected were not without their import; for they in- 
dicated that the Austrians had learnt that the prepara- 
tions of the Allies were complete, and that they might 
be expected at an early period to assume the offensive. 
The Austrians, therefore, had several days ago given 
up their raid into Piedmont. It was commenced without 
any adequate object, and it was, even when the retreat 
a open, neither advan us nor glorious. 

Austria so promptly d war and moved her 
army forward Europe gave her credit for the conception 
of a great enterprize, and was prepared to excuse the 
precipitancy of the attack on account of the certainty 
that a struggle must ensue, and of the advantage 
of a decisive blow struck at the commencement 
of the campaign. When this usually sluggish 
Power started so unexpectedly into action, we 
expected to see her move rapidly upon Turin, 
blockade the passes of the Alps, cut off the com- 
munications with Alessandria, and make an attempt 
upon Genoa. It was a quick scheme for an Aus- 
trian imagination, but, if there was no design of 
this character, everyone asked what could be the object 
of this sudden fit of military ardour. It is, however

(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
Paris Monpar—The Moniteur contains the following 


“THE EMPEROR TO THE EMPRESS. 

“Maoenta, June 5.—Yesterday our army was under 
orders to march on Milan, across the bridges thrown over 
the Ticino at Turbigo. The operation was well executed, 
although the enemy, who had passed the Ticinoin great 
forcé>offered a most determined resistance. The roads 
were narrow, and during two hours the Imperial Guard 
sustained, unsupported, the shock of the enemy. In the 
mean time, General McMahon made himself master of 
Magenta. After sanguinary conflicts we repulsed the 
enemy at every point, with the loss, om our side, of about 
2,000 men placed hors decombat. The loss of the enemy 
is estimated at 15,000 killed and wounded. 5,000 Aus- 
trian prisoners remained in our hands. 

A second message, dated June 5th, evening, gives the 
following resumé of the battle :— 

“ Austrians taken prisoners, at least 7,000; Austrians 

hors de combat, 20,000 ; three pieces of cannon and 

two flags captured from the enemy. 

“ To-day our army rests for the purpose of re-organie- 
ing itself. Our loss is about 3,000 killed and wounded, 
one cannon taken by the enemy.”

Vercetu, Mary 31.—Of one thing there can be no 
doubt, the Austrians are retiring slowly before the Pied- 
montese in the direction of Mortara, and that they have 
likewise retreated, but without fighting, towards Novara. 
This morning, just at the moment when the Piedmontese 
army was on the point of following up its success of yes- 
terday, and break forth from the villages occupied yester- 
day, an Austrian force, which had marked its advance 
behind the trees, which border almost every field, and 
behind the high crops, came up to attack it. They came 
up at the same time from the side of Palestro and Con- 
fienza, two villages, from both of which a road leads to 
Bobbio an Mortara. Thanks to the nature of the ground, 
they had placed their batteries on the banks of a little 
stream, a branch of the little river Boggia Sartorina, 
which runs about parallel to the road leading from Con- 
fienza to Bobbio. The force which the Austrians brought 
to bear to-day is estimated at more than 20,000, and the 
result of the whole was, that after several hours of hard 
fighting, the Austrians were not only driven from their 
original position, but pressed back as faras Bobbio. The 
trophies of to-day are more considerable than those of 
yesterday, eight guns and several hundred prisoners, but 
the details in this respect are yet imperfectly known. 
With the exception of a regiment of Zouaves, no other 
French troops were engaged in this action, so that the 
Piedmontese may claim the victory for themselves. If 
one is to judge from the number of wounded which have | 
been brought in, the fighting must have been obstinate, 
and must have cost them considerably. This is not sur- 
prising, for the guns which the Austrians had put in 
position had to {be taken at the point of the bayonet. 
The Zouaves surpassed themselves. Arrangedon the slope 
before Palestro, towards the stream, they were greeted 
by the fire of the Austrian battery and by the Tyrolese 
Chasseurs ensconced in the high crops The stream 
looked so insignificant that when the order came to drive 
away the Austrians, the Zouaves threw themselves into 
the river, expecting it to reach perhaps to their knecs. 
Instead of this they found themselves up to their belts 
in water, which wetted the cartridges they carry in the 
pockets of their loose trousers. They were thus unable 
touse them. Nothing daunted by this contretemps or 
the hail of grape and rifle bullets which showered upon 
them, they ran up to the battery without firing a shot, 
and bayonetted the artillery-men and took the guns. 
But in spite of this brilliant episode, which cost the regi- 
ment about 300 men, hors de combat, it is again the Pied- 
montese who had the greatest share of the victory. There 
have been hitherto 302 prisoners, not wounded, brought in, 
and several officers and the wounded still continue to arrive. 
Among the prisoners the Lombard regiment, which lost 
so many men yesterday, is again strongly represented. 
It seems that when the Austrians determined to retire 
to the position chosen by them, they left this regiment 
hindmost ; Ido not know whether to show that they 
could trust their Italian soldiers, or because they thought 
their loss the least im t.

Your 
Council, in accordance with the resolution passed at that meet- 
ing, prepared and presented to the House of Commons a strong 
petition , omy the bill as then proposed, and with the as- 
sistance of our esteemed President, who personally waited on 
Lord Naas in London, they were enabled to have the objection- 
able clauses somewhat amended, and the present mode of pay- 
ment substituted for the miserable and paltry 6d., for each suc- 
sucessful case at first intended. A year’s experience has, how- 
ever shown that even this remuneration being less than one 
half of that paid for the performance of exactly the same duty 
tn England and Wales, has not been at all satisfactory ;

this and many other respects, in order that the intention 
of the legislature may be well and efficiently carried out. 
“ Soon after the passing of the Vaccination Act, Lord Naas, 
having promised, that if ible, he would bring in a new 
| bill for the amendment of the Medical Charities Act, and 
having expressed his willingness to receive a statement of 
what we desired to have amended in the act, your Council 
prepared some clauses founded upon the resolutions passed at 
the various meetings of our Association, and having sub- 
mitted them for approval to each member of our Association, 
placed them with their suggestions in the hands of an expe- 
rienced lawyer, by whom they were put into proper form and 
forwarded to Lord Naas, with a memorial that they might 
be introduced into any bill he proposed bringing forward. 
And here your Council beg to acknowledge the debt of grati- 
tude they owe to J, Ferguson, Esq., and who, refusing any 
fee, devoted so much of his valuable time, and took such 
great pains in revising and preparing our clauses. 

* The next matter of importance that engaged the attention 
of your Council was one in which the status and position of 
the entire profession, as much as that of our own particular 
part of it is concerned, and refers to our claims to parlia- 
mentary representation. 

* ‘This subject, through the untiring zeal and energy of our es- 
teamed President, has been soably and efficiently brought before 
all the medical colleges and associations of the United Kingdom. 
that your Council has been left but little more to do than for- 
ward to parliament petitions upon the matter. Deeply im- 
pressed, however, with its very great importance, your Coun- 
cil strongly recommend that it should not be allowed to lie 
dormant, but that one of the subjects for the consideration 
of this meeting should be in what manner it may be best con- 
tinuaily kept before the public until it receives that attention 
and considerationit so well deserves. 

The Bill for the ua TY” oí Births, Deaths, and Marri- 
ages having been r a first time in parliament, was found to 
contain a most objectionable clause, whereby a very irksome 
task was sought to be imposed upon the medical officers of all 
public institutions. Your Council immediately took the most 
energetic steps to have this measure amended, and h ving 
drawn up a petition against the bill, had it also forwarded to 
Sir Edward Grogan, Bart., M.P., for presentation to the Louse 
of Commons. ‘The bill was shortly afterwards withdrawn, 
but as it may again be brought forward at any moment, your 
Council would ‘suggest that steps be taken to have it properly 
amended. 

The Chief Secretary for Ireland soon after obtained leave 
to bring in his long-promised bill for the Amendment of 
the Medical Charities Act. This bill has been read a first 
time, but, owing to the approaching dissolution of parlia- 
ment, it also was withdrawn. It is now before the Associa- 
tion, and may, and very probably will, be again brought into 
parliament ; so that your Council do not hesitate to recom- 
mend that its provisions should form one of the subjects for 
discussion at the present meeting of this Association. 

“ Thus your Council have been actively engaged during 
the entire session in watching and opposing the progress of 
every measure that appeared likely to affect injuriously the 
interests of our profession, and they are happy to say, that 
though some bills containing most objectionable clauses have 
been brought forward, yet none of them were allowed to re- 
main for a second reading without memorials, protests, and 
other energetic means having been taken by the Council for 
their amendment on withdrawal. These proceedings have 
been attended with considerable expense for printing, en- 
grossing, and postage, so that the funds of the Association, at 
all times very limited, are now totally exhausted, and the 
further proceedings of your Council are thereby likely to be 
much crippled. 

“ Your Council cannot conclude their report without again 
urging upon the members of the Association the necessity of 
more energetic and continuous exertions, and they would 
most earnestly entreat those gentlemen from the country 
present at the meeting to take back with them this con- 
viction, that there is no individual so remotely placed, or 
so unimportant that his influence does not tell for evil or

MEDICAL BENEVOLENT FUND SOCIETY. 
At a meeting of the membersof the Benevolent Fund, 
was held y, at the College of Surgeons, Ste-

greater satisfaction. 

Dr. J. H. read the annual report, of which 
the following is an abstract -— 

“ The C ittee of the Medical Benevolent Fund Society 
of Ireland, in presenting their seventeenth annual for 
their adoption, have the pleasure of bearing witness to the 
cottinued utility of your society during the past as well as 
the preceding years. The obj on account of which it was 
established have been faithfully carried out, so far as its 
means have itted, and in no case has relief been afforded 
without making such enquiries as might lead to a fair and 
impartial adjudication of claims. In all truth it may be 
stated that neither private feelings nor personal friendships 
were in any instance taken into account in the performance of 
this duty, upon the proper discharge of which so much depends. 
The total number of applications presented to your society 
this year amounted to seventy-four. Of these, thirty-eight 
were forwarded through, or had been referred to, the branch 
societies, as having been originally connected with them, and 
were fopwarded to Dublin as follows:—From Armagh, 2; 
Ballinasloe, 1; Belfast, 6; Cavan, 2; Clare, 1; Cork, 3; 
Derry, 2; Drogheda, Meath. and Louth, 3; Galway, 5; 
Kefry, 1; Kilkenny, 2; Limerick, 3: Mayo, 1; Roscrea, 1; 
Sligo, 3; Wexford, 2. In aid of these applications 
the sum of £272 was granted. The highest grant 
amounted to £20, and the lowest to £3. the forego- 
ing applications, five were, after the maturest delibera- 
tion, refused. Last year, the sum of £310 was awarded for 
the relief of the country cases, but the number of applicants 
amounted to forty one, of whom one only was refused, This 
diminution, has, irrespectively of other advantages, enabled 
your committee to raise the allowance of £15 made last year 
to £20, in behalf of a member of our profession now in his 
85th year, and whose case was specially alluded to in last 
year’sreport. Theabovesum, should hesuarvive until the period 
of their next annual meeting, must constitute his sole support. 
This increased grant is in accordance not only with the express 
desire of the secretary of the Londonderry branch, but 
also with the hearty concurrence of your committee, more 
especially as Dr. Babington has, in forwarding to Dublin his 
report, transmitted also an increased contribution from Derry, 
in which county the applicant resides. The applications 
which came before the notice of the Dublin committee, and 
unconnected with branch associations, amounted to thirty- 
five. A sum of £240 was voted to meet these requirements, 
and of this sum the highest grant was £20, the lowest £1, 
the former towards the ope of a gentleman in his 
77th year, the latter to relieve the present distress of a 


| foreign physician, whose®want of the common necessaries of 


life was fullyverified by Dr. M‘Clintock even before the small 
sum was llaowed. Of this number three were refused, which, 
with the five country cases, make a total of eight from whom 
assistance was withheld, and this not on account of being un- 
deserving of aid, but because after serious consideration of 
the state of the funds of the society, it was concluded that 
their condition was less destitute than that of the others. This 
circumstance is alluded to in order that it may be clearly 
understood the condition of each applicant is well weighed 
prior to the distribution of your limited resources. That the 
operations of the branch associations, which may be described 
as the right hand of your society, may be the more easily 
recognised, the committee propose, as was the case at your 
last annual ‘meeting, to place before you selections from such 
of the reports-ag have been received from their secretaries, 
in replytto the communications made to them for the purpose. 

Dp Duncan observed, that since the~ accounts had 
beeh made up several remittances had been received, 
whjch rendered the amount to be distributed less than 
what it otherwise would have been. Dr. Duncan then 
read several letters referring to the good which had been 
accomplished by the aid afforded by the Society to dis- 
tressed members of the profession, and to their widows 
and children. 

Dr. Mackesy proposed the adoption of the report, 
and expressed his surprise at so many medical men 
withholding their support from the Society (hear, hear.) 
It seemed a singular circumstance that a charity such 
as that founded to relieve their brethern when strug- 
gling under, disease, or when affected by difficulties 
which they were unable to overcome should not receive 
more general support. He found that in Dublin, there 
were about 90. gentlemen subscribing to the fund. He 
did not exactly know the number of.-practitioners in 
Dublin, but he thought it should greatly exceed this 
(hear, hear.) ‘They had no less than 80 subscribers in 
Belfast. It occurred to him that although they were 
greatly indebted to the officers of the institution, still 
he wa3 of opinion further exertions might be made to 
obtain larger funds. ‘The present might be a favourable 
period to apply for assistance, because of the general 
prosperity of the country (hear, hear). He feared very 
much that in the future years there would be larger de- 
mands upon the fund than now. He mentioned this in 
order to stimulate their friends to greater exertions and 
to greater benevolence (hear, hear.) 

Dr. Montgomery seconded the resolution. He had 
heard with very considerable plecsure the report which 
had been read by Dr. Wharton. The Society he under- 
stood was steadily improving, and that they were now 
standing on a broader basis than they had done hitherto 
(hear, hear.) When the Society was first established, 
he remembered very well how those who were applied to 
for subscriptions answered very discouragingly. ‘They 
thought the idea Utopian, and that the idea would be 
impracticable. Since then howevcr, matters were much 
changed (hear, hear.) At the time to which he alluded 
it was not an unusual thing to promise support to the 
society as soon as it could show the good done (hear, 
hear.) He entertained no doubt now. that the funds 
would steadily increase (hear, hear.) The efforts of the 
members should be continued as actively and as perse- 
veringly as ever (hear, hear.) 

Dr. Stewart supported the resolution. He felt the 
claims of the society so strongly that he had increased 
his subscription, and had in the event of his death made 
provision for them in his will (hear, hear). 

Dr. Duncan announced that he had been handed by 
Dr. Stewart a donation of 50 guineas (applause). 

The report was then adopted.

A meeting had been called that day in the same room 
of another society, one most usefulin its way but useful 
for the preservation of the rights and privileges of 
living and strong men, in that society, however, a very 
different object was contemplated.

Dr. Duncan remarked that they had distributed £26 
previously (hear). 

Dr. Nelligan, continued to say that very few of those 
Medical men who had received relief had previously 
contributed to the funds of the society (hear). In Ire- 
land, there were 1,750, registered members of the medical 
profession, and yet that society did not receive from 
them more than £350 a year (hear). He thought 
that was entirely the fault of the members of the 
society, who did not use sufficient exertions 
to obtain assistance (hear) It was to be 
hoped that the exertions now to be used would make up 
former shortcomings, and that the members of the pro- 
fession generally would be found amongst the subscribers 
to the Benevolent Fund. 

The resolution was put and carried. 

Doctor Williams moved the thanks of the meeting to 
the officers and members of the Local Branch Societies, 
for the invaluable aid which they had rendered to the 
society, and that they be requested to receive the resolu- 
tien as a grateful acknowledgement of their services. 
The Metropolitan branch of the association was ve 
small, indeed, as compared to the provincial body, and if 
it were not for the help and assistance which the latter 
had rendered there would have been much more occasion 
for deploring the want of funds (cheers). 

Dr. Benson seconded the resolution and observed that 
whilst he admitted the branch societies were the right 
arm of the fand, he could not assert to what Dr. Makesy 
had implied in comparing Dublin with Belfast (hear).

DESTRUCTION BY FIRE OF THE SHIP EAST- 

' ERN MONARCH AND LOSS OF LIFE. 
Portsmoutu, Frmay.—One of the most terrible 
events that have happened for many years inthis locality 
occurred at Spithead thismorning. ‘The Eastern Monarch, 
a large frigate-built Indiaman, of about 1,700 tons 
burthen, commanded by Captain Morris, arrived at Spit- 
head from Kurrachee (which place she left on the 2nd of 
February), about one o’clock this morning, having on 
board upwards of 400 military invalids, women, and 
children. Her destination was Gravesend, but she 
was, fortunately, obliged to put in here in conse- 
quence of being short of provisions. The anchors had 
been dropped, and some of the crew were in the act 
of furling some of the sails, when a loud explosion 
took place in the after part of the ship. Without, 
for the moment, knowing the cause, Captain Morris 
awoke suddenly to find himself on deck with his 
bed over him. He immediately rushed on the upper 
deck and discovered that the ship was on fire from head 
to stern, the men having barely time to leap out of their 
hammocks before the flames burst forth. The ports 
were open for ventilation, and thus the fire increased in 
violence, and speedily broke up the main hatchway, 
driving the men away from the pumps and engine, which 
had, as soon as possible after the discovery of the fire, 
been rigged and manned. On perceiving the catastrophe, 
the Falcon, screw corvette, fired guns of distress, and it 
fortunately happened that, in addition to the Falcon and 
Lively men-of-war at anchor at Spithead, there were a 
number of mud barges which had discharged their cargoes 
and were returning to Portsmouth harbour when the fire 
broke out. Other boats also came to render assistance, 
and in less than an hour, notwithstanding the confusion 
on board, the whole of the passengers and crew that 
could be found were removed from the burning ship, many 
of them naked, and others clad in the most grotesque 
garinents, they having seized, in the hurry of the mo- 
ment, anything within their reach. The barges and 
other vessels had scarcely moved away from the ship 
when the masts fell over the side with a tremendous 
crash. ‘Che Falcon then fired several shots into the ves- 
sel for the purpose of sinking her, but without effect. 
The first intimation received of the explosion by those 
in the after part of the ship was their being thrown from 
their beds. ‘The most terrible eflects, however, were ex- 
perienced on the troop deck, where the women and 
children were berthed. On looking round, the officers 
discovered the cuddy to be in ruins, the deck torn up, 
the bulkheads torn down and the ladders and skylights 
blown to pieces. The horror which immediately ap- 
peared to seize, not only the women and children on 
board, but many of the men also, is described as being 
fearful in the extreme; many of them sought refuge 
on the bows and bowsprit, which were the last to take 
fire, and others cast themselves into the sea, in the bare 
hope of being picked up. One poor woman whose fall 
was not sufficiently broken, fell on the gunwale of one of 
the boats, and was killed. One chubby little *feHow 
not a year old, was thrown from a great height, and was 
safely caught in a boat. 

After the first explosion, when the ship was enveloped 
in flames, several other explosions occurred, and seemed 
to add fresh vigour to the flames, which were rapidly 
eating their way intoevery part of the unfortunate ves- 
sel. It was found to be utterly impossible to save the 
vessel or any of its cargo, so rapidly did the fire spread, 
and we believe no attempt to do so beyond that of the mili- 
tary and seamen on board, which was made. ‘lhe troops, 
indeed, have lost all their clothing, with the exception of 
what they obtained in the short time that elapsed before 
quitting the ship, and it is said the accumulations of 
years have been lost to them. The fire raged with 
ceaseless violence until the hull of the ship was a mere 
shell, her broadsides being, in many places, completely 
eaten through. A tremendous explosion took place 
shortly after 9 o’clock, nearly amidships, throwing up an 
immence volume of smoke and flame, chequered by 
broken fragments of the wreck, and the fire seemed 
again to increase in mg é As soon as practicable, 
the government steam tug Echo, assisted by two others, 
took the wreck in tow, and grounded her on the Arrow 
Bank, off Fort Moncton; and during the morning her 
bowsprit fell over, the keel having burnt through. 

Although the fire burnt with such alarming rapidity, 
we are glad to learn that the loss of life has been com- 
paratively small. One woman and five children were 
killed by the explosion, and one man died, after being 
brought ashore, from the effects of the explosion. 

The Eastern Monarch was built at Dundee, some two 
or three years ago, and is the property of Messrs. Somes, 
of London. We believe that the late voyage was only 
the third she has made. She brings home as passengers 
Lieut.-Colo (and lady) Muter, of the 60th Rifles, and 
Lieut. wihet the Bombay Artillery; Colonel Allen, of 
the 8ist Regiment, in command of the invalids; Capt.

worse than its own volcanoes and earthquakes. It 
was there that the Roman poets placed their Paradise ; 
there, also, their Purgatory and their Hell. On that 
glorious coast the Mistress of the World, in the pleni- 
tude of her power, and the abundance of her wealth, 
built in one endless line her Brighton, her Hastings, her 
Dover, her Ramsgate, and some fifty miles of villas, 
climbing high cliffs, and projected into the sea. It may 
be reached in four days from this city, without one dis- 
comfort, if the sea be propitious, or one delay, so long as 
peace lasts. Yet steam, that draws ther the rest of 
the world, has hitherto only removed this region to a 
xreater moral distance. The‘splendid row of hotels 
that line the Chiaia and overlook the public gardens of 
Naples have scarcely a third of the visitors they had be- 
fore 1848. The Museums, the ciceroni, the vetturini, 
the boatmen, the shops of the Toledo, and even the 
priests, lament the absence of their most profitable and 
most good-natured customers and visitors. For this ab- 
sence there might be some reason once, but there can be 
none now. Ifa Minister be sent to the Court of Naples, 
and the English can be persuaded of the simple fact that 
to an Englishman Naples is as safe as Piccadilly and St. 
James's Park, the tide of travellers will turn that way.

So stood the two armies on Thursday the 19th. But 
next morning about eleven o’clock, a powerful body of 
Austrians were observed by the outposts of General 
Forey’s division making for Casteggio. It turns out

right,consisting of a brigade under the Prince von Hesse,

reserve and artillery train were in the rere. No less 
than two Field-Marshals were engaged in this expedition 
—Count Stadion and Field-Marshal Urban. The orders 
were, that as soon as the columns had reached the places 
, Field-Marshal Urban should attack and carry 
teggio and Montebello, in order to make the enemy 
display his strength. On they came south-westward, 
towards Casteggio, and at once took the town, the streets 
of which, according to some accounts, the citizens had 
barricaded. Urban then pushed on, and—notwithstand- 
ing the gallant resistance of 800 or 900 Piedmontese 
cavalry under General de Sonnaz, who behaved admi- 
rably—his troops occupied the village of Monte- 
bello, and began to entrench themselves. This village is 
close to the great road, and just on the first slopes of 
the Apennines which fill up the country between that 
road and the Gulf of Genoa. Here, indeed, according to 
the original intention, Urban ought to have stopped. 
But, carried away by the spirit of success, and possibly 
thinking to annihilate the advanced guard of a French 
- d’armee, he assaulted the village of Ginestrello, 
still westward of Montebello, and carried it. In fact, the 
intended reconnaissance was turned into a regular battle, 
and the action is so considered in the Austrian General’s 
dispatch to the Emperor. In the meantime General 
Forey has been warned of the danger. The intelligence 
reached him about half-past twelve, and he immediately 
hastened up with two battalions of the 74th to support 
the two battalions of the 84th, andsome artillery. Having 
arrivedat a bridge thrown across the brook Fossagazzo, he 
lanted his guns in the road, and supported them right and 
eft by the two battalions of the 84th, the sharpshooters of 
the railway, being vigorously attacked by a strong 
column, maintained its ground with difficulty. Here it 
was that Colonel Cambriels and the Sardinian cavalry 
under De Sonnaz, displayed so much chivalrous courags 
and made so many desparate charges. But aid was at 
hand. General Blanchard soon came up with the 98th 
and a battalion of the 91st, and took post beside the 
single battalion which defended the railway at Cascina 
Nuova. Having thus strengthened his left, Forey threw 
forward his right, and after an obstinate struggle carried 
Ginestrello. But Montebello was still in the enemy’s 
hands. Placing, therefore, his artillery on the road, and 
protecting it by his cavalry, he advanced his troops en 
échelon, along the rising ground to the right of the road, 
until he reached the southern side of Montebello. At- 
tacked in front by the new rifled artillery, which are 
said to have dealt terrible destruction, and assailed 
in flank by the troops who poured into the streets 
of the village, the Austrians at length withdrew, but 
not without a severe struggle. They had entrenched 
themselves in a cemetery, and the Tyrolese sharp- 
shooters made it difficult to dislodge , for more 
than once the French swarmed up the wall, but were 
repulsed. Here it was General Beuret fell, and here it 
was that General Forey himself was wounded. It was 
now half-past six; the struggle had been most se- 
vere, and the French General, with a complacent dignit 
y characteristic, declares that he deemed it 
prudent not to push the success further. However, the 
Austrians retired to o,and soon evacuated the 
place. In fact, the French admit a loss of 600 or 700 
men; the Austrians admit a loss of 294 men killed, 718 
wo and 283 missing. But it should be observed 
of 650 wounded private soldiers, 367 are des- 
cribed as wounded.

LORD ELLENBOROUGH ON THE WAR IN 
ITALY. 

Two public meetings were held in Cheltenham on 
Thursday, for the purpose of forming a rifle corps, the 
first taking place in the afternoon, and the second in the 
evening ; the latter being called at the request and in be- 
half of those tradesmen, shop-assistants, and others who 
could not be present in the middle of the day. Lord El- 
lenborough kindly consented to preside, and at eight 
o’clock, the hour announced for the p i to com- 
mence, there was a very numerous attendance of the 
classes already mentioned, besides a number of those 
who had been present in the afternoon. 

The Earl of Ellenborough, who was loudly cheered, ex- 
pressed his gratification at being able to comply with the 
request made of him to preside that evening, at the same 
time he was pleased to observe so large an attendance. If 
there were tradesmen present—and he supposed there 
were—they, of all others, were especially interested in 
preventing an enemy landing on those shores, as being 
likely to suffer most from such an occurrence. All 
monetary transactions of the country wonld be altogether 
impaired and injured from the very instant it was known 
that an enemy had landed. What would be the effect of 
that panic occasioned by the approach of an enemy to 
London, and what could be the mode of conducting 
monetary transactions with the means of communication 
interfered with ? And what must we do? It was not 
enough to feel satisfied that if the enemy landed we should 
be enabled to repel him; we must be so strong as to 
deter him from attempting invasion (cheers). They 
might depend upon it that the mere act of invasion, if 
the enemy were but a week in the country, and if it ter- 
minated by his expulsion, or the destruction of all his 
forces, that single week of invasion would produce an in- 
jury to the material interests of this country which a 
hundred years would hardly recover (cheers). He 
dared say there were a good many amongst them who 
thought it possible to avoid all these misfortunes by pre- 
serving a strict neutrality. There could be no one more 
desirous than himself that we should not be involved 
in war (hear, hear.) But he would tell them this, that 
neutrality, although it put off war, did not prevent it 
(hear, hear.) On the contrary, it might ultimately 
bring upon us a war infinitely more dangerous than 
that in which we refused to engage before. While two 
great nations were contending against each other, if we 
engaged ina war, at least we should have one of these 
nations with us; and if we waited till one of these na- 
tions was trampled upon and beaten by the other, and 
had deprived it of strength to contend in the field, and 
then we were disposed to contend against the conqueror, 
we should contend alone against a Power which had 
matured its forces, against a force disciplined in the field, 
and, therefore, to our disadvantage. However desirable 
we might think it to maintain neutrality, neutrality 
alone could give us no security, and might render war 
more dangerous. If France should understand and 
be convinced, under any circumstances, that Eng- 
land would not interfere, her conduct would as- 
surdly be very different from what it otherwise 
might be; but in point of fact, we might be prac- 
tically creating a state of things by declaring 
our persistance in neutrality, which might compel us 
to violate it and engage in war besides (hear, hear.) He 
knew not that it was necessary for him, if he were to 
speak at all, to say anything of the nature and character 
of the present war. But there was one point cénnected 
with it about which he hoped they were under no delu- 
sion. He trusted they did not suppose it was really a 
war for the independence of Italy (cheers). If he could 
think it was so, no one vould rejoice in its success more 
than he should (cheers). He had been earnestly desi- 
rous of seeing a great and really independent state of 
Italy, from the earliest period of his life(hear). He was 
looking back the other day, and he saw that as much as 
forty-three years ago he expressed himself to that effect 
when he was a Member of the House Commons, and it 
had been the desire of his whole public life (cheers). 
No event would more strongly conduct to the security 
of Austria than the creation of a great independent 
wag in Italy (hear, hear). He had not the smallest 

ope of any such result from any interference on the part 
of France. The object of France was to transfer to 
herself that supremacy in Italy which had been pos- 
sessed by Austria since 1814 (hear, hear). Austria had 
held it for defensive purposes ; France would hold it for 
the purpose of offence, and in her hands it would be an 
important step towards making the Mediterranean a 
French lake (cheers). They were told, and the French 
were told, that this war in Italy was in obedience to the 
traditional policy of France. Now about three centuries 
and a half ago, Italy was really independent, and was 
then divided into a number of different States. There 
was one kingdom, several principalities, duchies, and 
republics. Every one of these different States was 
governed by a native, to the exclusion of the foreigner 
(hear, hear). The country was represented as having 
been thoroughly cultivated, and as distinguished more 
than any other country in the arts, sciences, literature, 
and in everything that elevated the character of man. 
What happened then? Why, in came a French king ; 
he overturned all that state of independence; and from 
that time to the present there had been no instance in 
which French sovereigns, of whatever race, had not, 
whenever they had the opportunity, struck a blow at 
the i of Italy for their own advantage 
(cheers). That was the traditional icy of France, 
i ce which she would in 
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shall float only on sufferance. He touched very happily on 
the absurdity of a Greek empire in «Turkey, i 
that while the glories of Greece were achieved by her 
small in t States, the consolidation of that 
i a agas chief had only resulted in its com- 
plete ruin. The Greeks lack the power of governing 
a state, and the condition of the kingdom over which 
Otho rules is very clear evidence that they have at 
least as much to learn in the matter as the Turks. We 
are too apt to forget, said Sir Henry, the heterogeneous 
character of the subjects of the Sultan. - Ask the 
Bosnian how he would like to be ruled by a Greek— 
ask the Greek Christian of Syria how he would likea 
Latin for his master—ask an Armenian how he would 
like either. In fact, the Turk acts as a policeman, and 
ents various sects, hating each other like very 
brothers, from breaking their fellow-Christians’ heads. 
Next referred to the despondency which seemed to 
exist as to the possibility of administrative reforms, 
without which no power on earth could save Turkey 
from falling to pieces from sheer internal rottenness, as 
the Greek Empire had done. He went over the history 
of the twenty years@rhich had elapsed since he was first 
attached to the mission at Constantinople. A that time 
the duties, ranging nominally from 10 to 40 or 45 per cent., 
were in fact anything the goverment pleased. The pro- 
ducer could sell to certain persons at certain prices only. 
The exporter found his market equally limited—it was 
all a question of protection or bribery. Every 
man’s life, every man’s wealth, were at the mercy 
‘of the high functionaries, for it was a sufficient 
crime to be rich and influential, and dispensed 
with the necessity of even a form of trial. And those 
high functionaries were men of the grossest ignorance 
and of the most contemptible moral character.\ And 
here the ambassador took occasion to refer to the steady 
improvement that has taken place in that respect, ahd 
to pay a well-merited compliment to the capacity and 
general information possessed by the pr. sent ministers, 
and to the honourable character of the Grand Vizier, 
Aala Pacha. Thirty years ago the Turkish army was 
an undisciplined and mutinous rabble, without artillery. 
Twenty years ago there was not a Turk capable of being 
a military instructor. Now there is no military in- 
structor who is not a Turk; the artillery is nu- 
merous and effective, and the qualities of the Turk- 
ish soldier were demonstrated during Omar Pacha’s 
campaign on the Danube. ‘The finances of Turkey are 
in a lamentable condition, but Sir Henry appealed to 
the personal knowledge of those about him to say 
whether\.the revenues of the State represented a 
tenth part of its resources. The fatal facility with 
which the government raises costly loans is the 
best proof of the confidence the local capitalists have 
in the reality of those resources; but the difficulty 
of inducing the government to develope them is 
extreme. And here we were reminded that old cus- 
toms and prejudices had formed obstacles even in our 
own country against which all arguments in favour of 
reform had been fruitless for years. Look at France, 
said Sir Henry ; the Hatti Humaioon sworn to some 70 
years ago by Louis XVI, which was to secure the bles- 
sings of constitutional government to that country, has 
never been fully carried out to this day ; and yet we 
despair of Turkey, because much of the Hatti Humaioon 
promulgated 20 years ago still remains a dead letter. 
Abuses of every kind abound, some created by that very 
reaction from uncontrolled power, which has hampered 
the exercise of the functions of the State by cumbruous 
forms, intended to check its despotic action. 


WORKHOUSE VISITING SOCIETY. 
> 

The first meeting of the Workhouse Visiting Society was 
held on Tuesday evening, the 17th imstant, at the rooms of 
the National Association, W aterloo-place, London, when there 
was a numerous attendance of the committee, members, and 
friends of the society. Letters were received from several 
gentlemen, regretting their absence; amongst others, from 
the Bishop of Oxford, Mr. “4 Herbert, Rev. Canon 
Champneys, Rev. Canon Dale, Sir Bb, C. Brodie, Dr. Farr, 
Dr. Bence Jones, Mr. Rashleigh, Mr. 
Lord Shaftesbury, &c. After the committee meeting, af 
which some business was arranged, the "report was read 
by G. W. Hastings, Eag. general secreta?y ofthe Na- 
tional Association, giving an account of the progress of 
the society during the ten months of its existence, during 
which time communications had been held with persons con- 
nected with about thirty unions, respecting the plans of the 
society, which in several instances have been adopted. The 
report gave a short statement of the different classes of in- 
mates which it was proposed to benefit, and for the right ma- 
nagemement of which the present machinery and the small 
staff of paid officers is quite incompetent. 

The Right Hon. W. Cowper, M.P., who presided. then 
addressed the meeting, ex as the general objects of the 
society, and showing the wide field of usefulness which lay 
before it in caring for the children, and comforting the sick 
and aged in our workhouses. 

The Bishop of Bath and Wells followed, giving his ex- 
perience of workhouse deficiencies in his former position 
as chaplain toa large union. He mentioned two instances 
of the appointment of drill sergeants as masters, whose 
wives were chosen as matrons for no other reason than 
that they were the wives of the masters, though the posi- 
tion was one of the most difficult and arduous, especially 
in a large onion, which it was ible to conceive. The 
bishop also spoke of the talent that was to be found in 
pauper schools. Many years ago, when trying to find 
paupers for a newly-opened school, he selected 15 from the 
pauper schools at Norwood, where 1,000 miserable looking 
children were assembled together; of these 15, three 
were now ordained clergyimen, three held considerable official 
positions, and the rest were high in the calling of school- 
masters, for which they had been trained. He noticed also 
the advantage of prisons, in the superior officers and better 
superintendence and management which was secured for 
them. 

The Rev. J. C. Phipps Eyre, rector of Marylebone, con- 
firmed these statements, snd urged the appointment of 
superior officers, with a more liberal salary, the manage- 
ment of a large workhouse being a still more difficult task 
than that of a prison, because in the latter coercion could 
be employed, and in the former it could not; and there 
being therefore greater need for judgment, discretion, and 
mental superiority in its managers. Till this improve- 
ment was affected all our other efforts must fall short.— 
He also spoke of his own experience of & country workhouse 
school for many years, of the promising first class of girls, 
equal to those of any national school in the ki and of 
their frequent returns to the workhouse i 
shame, having been unable to resist the temptati 
beset them in places of the low character to which th 
sent, because there was no friend, no kind lady to | after 
them, no respectable family who would receive a poor work- 
I girl. But even the able-bodied paupers were not 
hopelessly degraded. Some who had set the master of the 
workhouse at defiance, he had known broyght to tears and 
contrition by the influence oi a Christian wisiter. Mr. 
Eyre also urged gentlemen of leisure tó come forward as 
guardians, and not to leave the management of workhouses 
entirely in the hands of one class of society on whom their ab-

ROLLS COURT. 

The Irish Land Company v. Clement Wm. Sadlier..—Mr. 
Sherlock, Q.C., (with whom was Mr. Murphy), moved, on the 

t of the petitioners in this matter, that the respondent 
should be declared to be simply owner in trust for the com- 
pany of that portion of the Cook estate of which he became 
owner as heir at law to the late John Sadlier. The 
case originated in the transactions of the late John Sad- 
lier in the Incumbered Estates Court. In 1852 John 
Sadlier had represented to the Irish Land Company, 
of which he was a director, that it would be for their 
benefit to purchase the estates in question, and his proposition 
being approved of he was authorised to become the purchaser 
on behalf of the company. Accordingly, he purchased the 
property, and money was sent to him to pay for it. Sadleir 
subsequently dealt fraudulently with the purchase in trust, 
and assigned the estate by forged deeds to Mr. Eyre. After 
his suicide a litigation arose beeween the present petitioners 
and Mr. Evre, which was compromised, the petitioners agree- 
ing to pay £12,000 to Mr. Eyre, in order to induce him to 
forego his claim. A conveyance of the estate to the Irish Land 
Company had been made by the (‘o:nmissioners of the 
Incumbered Estates Court, with the er ception of one denomi- 
nation of premises in the city of Kilkenny, valued at 1,000/., 
which Sadleir had caused to be conveyed to himself, On his 
death, the present respondent, as heir-.t-law, became owner 
of the estate, and the present application was to declare him 
trustee for the petitioners, who claimed to be absolute 
owners. 

His honour granted the prayer of the petition, but said 
that he would place in the order of a declaration that it was 
not to prejudice the rights of any parties who were not 
brought into privity with the present suit.

THE RECENT ELECTION RIOTS IN LIMERICK. 
The Queen v. Bell and others 

Counsel moved on behalf of Mr. Edward Gune Bell, R.M,, 
for a writof certiorwri to remove into court the inquisition 
and depositions taken by the coroner of the city of Limerick 
on the occasion of his inquiring into the cause of death of 
certain persons during the late Limerick election. The mo- 
tion was preliminary to a proceeding to change the venue from 
Limerick. ‘The application was grounded on the affidavit of 
Mr. Crawford, County Inspector of Constabulary, who was 
on duty at the time the police fired on the people; he was 
present at the investigation. The affidavit referred to the 
conduct of the Jury, two of whom it alleged to have held 
conversations with witnesses about the evidence they were to 
give, and stated that others called on the Coroner to examine 
as witnesses certain persons who were in Court, and who 
when examined invariably gave evidence against the police. 
In respect of one of the parties who had been so examined, 
the affidavit stated that one of the Jury testified to the credi- 
bility of the witness, and stated the evidence to be unim- 
peachable. The affidavit further stated that, during the speech 
of counsel for the next of kin, in which he called the police 
Murderers and assassins,” there was frequent applause, and 
the Coroner threatened to clear the Court. 

In consequence of his Lordship having to go into the Ex- 
chequer Chamber, the further hearing was adjourned to this 
day.

Its 
administrator, the Rev. Mr. Keogh, sought to revive the judg- 
ment as against the Carlow estate, the total sum claimed be- 
ing £1,300. The appellant resisted the claim, on the ground 
that it had been satisfied by the payment of £1,109 on foot of 
the judgment. This sum had been allocated out of the 
pur money of the Kildare estate, as due and 
owing to the holder of the judgment.

Postace oN Periopicat Pusrications AND News- 
parers.—The Gazette contains a Treasury warrant re- 
voking certain regulations in regard to periodical publi- 
cations and newspapers made by the Duke of Argyll 
when Postmaster-General, and substituting others, of 
which the following is a summary :—“ If any publica- 
tions (including newspapers) shall have been detained 
for irregularity, and the irregularity should be found to 
consist merely in not folding the paper so as to expose 
the stamp or stamps, or in posting the publication within 
the free delivery of the town or place to which it is ad- 
dressed without prepaying the postage of one penny by 
affixing a postage stamp thereon, a postage of one penn) 
shall be charged in addition to any other postage to 
which the publication, if properly folded or posted would 
have been liable. In the event of any other irregularity 
the publication shall be dealt with in accordance with 
the regulations contained in the Treasury warrant of 
the 16th day of October, 1857, or such other regulations 
as shall for the time being bein force relating to the 
transmission by the post of book packets between places 
within the United Kingdom. All British newspapers, 
whether they shall have been published more than 15 
days or not, may be forwarded to any British colony or 
foreign country between which and the United King- 
dom packets consisting of books, publications, or works 
of literature or art may be transmitted by the post 
under or by virtue of any Treasury warrant now or 
hereafter in force, under the regulations contained in 
any such warrant relating to the transmission of any 
such packet between the United Kingdom and any such 
colony or foreign country. Every foreign newspaper 
may printed either in the language of the country 
from which it shall be forwarded or in any other 
language.
